The Two Naval Factions

THe omcers are determined that 
the staff shall not secure actual rank, 
and have formed? an association for the 
purpose of fighting the measures proposing 
such an arrangement. 

Commodores Phythian and “Matthews, 
who were in the naval committee room 
when Mr. Hall and Mr. Money had their 
battle of inkstands and sponge cups, are 
prominent members of the line associa- 
tion. 

The cabinet discussed the matter at its 
meeting today, and action may be looked 
for by the navy department. It is not un- 
likeiy that charges will be preferred if the 
matter goes much further.

Notwithstanding talk to the contrary, 
many close observers believe congress will 
be in session until the 15th of. July. 

Three New States. 

Oklahoma is soon to be a state. The 
house committee on territories has re- 
ported a bill to that effect. It will not 
pass at this session, but in all probability 
the bills admitting Arizona, New Mexico 
and Oklahoma will become laws at the 
next session, and six more free coinage 
men will be added to the senate. 

Arizona and New Mexico should elect 
democrats. And in Oklahoma the chances 
are about equal. ‘ 

Judge Maddox Improving. 

Judge Maddox, who has been ill for sev- 
eral days, was able to sit up for a while 
today. It will probably be a week before 
he can resume his duties. 

Tillman and His Pitchfork. 

Senator Ben Tillman, bearing his silver 
pitchfork, given him out in Colorado, has 
returned.

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THE SENATE MOVED ALONG 


With the Sundry Civil Appropriation 
Bill—Mr. Gorman Gets Warm. 

Washington, April 24.—The senate made 
considerable progress today on the sun- 
dry civil appropriation bill, having dispos- 
ed of all the amendments reported to it 
by the committee on appropriations. 

Some comment was made on the practice 
attributed to the house, that of represen- 
tatives appropriating sums only sufficient 
to cover the cost of service for six or 
nine months in the year and throwing on 
the senate the responsibility and blamre of 
swelling the appropriation bills. 

The advice proffered by Mr. Mills. to cure 
that evil, was for the senate to pass the 
appropriation bills just as the house sent 
them, leaving to the president the duty 
of notifying ccngress that additional ap- 
propriations were necessary for the public 


. Bervice. 


When the item for hospitals in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia was reached an amend- 
ment was offered by Mr. Gallinger, of 
New Hampshire, which was construed by 
Mr. Gorman as aimed at Providence hos- 
ptal, because that institution was under 
the charge of Catholic Sisters of Mercy.

“Is it possible,”’ he asked, ‘‘for the great 
party which expects to control all branch- 
es Of the government after the 4th of 
March next to enter upon a crusade that 
will prevent a Catholic from ministering 
to the wants of the unfortunate people of 
the district?’’ 

Mr. Gorman moved to lay the amendment 
on the table, and that motion was 
agreed to. 

Mr. Gallinger explained and defended his 
nrotion in offering the amendment and said 
that it had no such purpose as Mr. Gor- 
man suggested, and was surprised that 
a S@pator usually so kind, so fair and so 
just, would represent him as striking a 
blow at the welfare and , Prosperity of 
Providence hospital.

SEEK DEATH BY FIRE. 
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Rather Than Surrender Cubans Rush 
Into Burning Canefields. 

Havana, April 24.—Official advices receiv- 
ed here state that Colonel Aldea while in 
pursuit of parties of rebels encountered sev- 
eral bands of them on the Carmen estate, 
in the province of Matanzas.

Rev. Albert Diaz and his brother, Vin- 
cento, who were released by the authorities 
today, have been ordered to leave the island 
in six days. 

Dr. Diaz has not, so far as is known, 
taken any active part in the rebellion, but 
he has repeatedly given utterances to sen- 
timents favorable to the success of the 
cause.

THEY WANT TO SURRENDER, 


But Three Requests Were Refused by 
tke Spaniards. 

Havana, April 24.—General Gonzales Mu- 
noz reports that he has dispersed the 
rebels who were besieging Fort Sananja 
near Manzanillo. The rebels retired as 
soon as the troops arrived and the gun- 
boats opened fire upon them. The garrison 
made a glorious defense. They were be- 
sieged for five days by 3,600 rebels com- 
manded by Mayai, Rodriguez, Rabi and oth- 
er leaders. The fort, when relieved, was 
without water, the tank having been de- 
stroyed by the rebel fire. The insurgents 
fired 111 volleys of grape shot. They had 
two rapid fire guns that were recently 
landed at Guayabal. The artillery was 
Served by American gunners 

The Spaniards refused three requests to 
surrender. The troops had eight wounded, 
while the rebels lost thirty-three killed and 
many wounded. Among the killed was 
Colonel Pena, chief of an expedition that 
recently landed in Cuba. The rebel loss 
Was reported by the bearer of a flag of 
truce who voluntarily remained in the 
Spanish camp. The fort is in a wrecked 
condition. A small rebel band attacked 
the town of Cristo, province of Santiago 
de Cuba, and burned a few houses a mile 
distant from the town. Mayor Cavanna, 
of the battalion El Rey, while passing the 
Jacarita estate, near Bolondron, province of 
Matanzas, was fired upon by mistake by a 
garrison composed of volunteers.

General Inclan and Debos are marching 
upon Maceo’s forces at Banderoes. 

Marinez Palenzuela, who is acdétsed of re- 
bellion and incendiarism, has been tried by 
a court martial at Marianao.

The steamer Montevideo has arrived with 
1,000 re-enforcements from Spain. 

It is said that Captain General Weyler 
has requested the government to promote 
General Melguizo to the rank of division 
general for the gallant services rendered 
against the rebets. 
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TOOK HIs DISCHARGE TO HEART. 


A Young Mar. Out West Buys a Rifle 
and Turns Man Killer. 

Guthrie, O. T., April 24.—R. T.- Anderson, 
aged nineteen, who had lateiy arrived in 
Greer county from Belleville, Ills., was 
employed by Horatio Buckley to work on 
a farm, but was discharged because of his 
poor work. He went to town, bought a 
rifle, and returning to Buckley’s house in 
the evening attempted to shoot him. 

Mrs. Buckley blew out the light and the 
two men battled in the dark, Buckley being 
fatally wounded with a ball from Ander- 
son's rifle. 

Anderson fled and hid in a hole in a 
creek bank, and when a posse attempted to 
capture him he shot. the leader, Deputy 
Sheriff Ferris, and kept the others at bay for 
four hours, surrendering only when his am- 
munition gave out. 

There were threats of lynching, but he 
is now safe in the old county jail at Man- 
gum, though held wholly without authority, 
as the recent decision of the supreme court 
left Greer county without officers to en- 


force the Oklahoma laws, which now gov-

WAS CONFIDING 


Her Old Mother Was Placed Upon the 
Stand Aga Testers. 


PEARL’S TROUBLES HIDDEN 


From the One Who Would Wave Cared 
for Her. 


THE CLOTH-TOP SHOES We GREAT CLEW 


Whic Figured in the Arrest of the 
Murderers—The Suspected 
Cousin Testifies. 


Cincinnati, April 24.—(Special.)—Pearl 
Bryan’s mother was recalled this morning 
when the Jackson trial opened in a new 
part. 

Mrs. Bryan testified that Pearl was a 
confident girl, and put an almost unlimited 
trust in one *she thought her friend, as, 
for instance, Scott Jackson, 

“IT had no idea she was in trouble. I 
never mistrusted her for a moment, She 
was always such a modest girl. I had no 
idea she came to Cincinnati until we. heard 
she had been murdered.” 


Pearl’s Cloth-Top Shoes. 

L. D. Poock, the Newport shoe dealer, 
whose work led to the solving of the mys- 
tery, told of the famous clew of the cloth- 
topped shoes, worn by Pearl, and how they 
were traced to Gregne astle by the marks. 

Dr. W. H. Crane, cf Cincinnati, who 
analyzed the stomach, testified that he had 
found two grains of cocaine there, 

Pearl’s Cousin Testifies. 

Will Wood, Pearl’s second cousin, whose 
home is in Greencast'e and who was arrest- 
ed as Jackson and 
told how he introduced Pearl to Jackson 
and of the latter’s frequent visits to her 
home. 

Jackson told him he had had criminal re- 
lations with Pearl and that an operation 
must be performed. Jackson went to Cin- 
cinnati, secured a room, wrote to Wood, 
when he sent Pearl to Cincinnati. 

That was the last time he saw her alive. 

Jackson Recalled to the Stand, 

In the cross examination of Allen 
Johnson. the colored porter, he reiterated 
his testimony of yesterday regarding Pearl 
Bryan's visiting Wallingford’s saloon on 
the night before the murder. 

He remembered her because it was the 
first time that Jackson had ever brought 
a woman to the saloon with him. 

Dr. William Dickere, who analyzed mud 
Stains on Jackson's trousers, testified that 
he found them to be identical in nature 
with that on the apat where the body was 
found. 

Upon cross-examination he said he heated 
the soil found in the village and the spon 
in it turned the same shade of red as in 
the soil at Fort Thomas, when similarly 
heated. f 

Alien Johnson was recalled by the de- 
fenseé and the foundation’ laid to break 
down his testimony by. proving that he 
said he could prove that the woman with 
Walling and Jackson at Wallingford’s, was 
not Pesrl Bryan. Johnson denied the in- 
tin ation. 

Will Wood was recelled. He testified fhat 
Pearl Bryan was his. first cousin; he 
introduced her to Jackson: that Jackson 
said in August or early in September in 
Dr. Gillespie’s dental office that he had hag 
improper relations with her, and that he 
had received several letters from Jackson, 
one containing a prescription. 

On cross-examination. Wood denied sev- 


eral questions tending to show sundry ad- 


missions by him that he had had improp- 
er relations with Pearl. Wood said he had 
been under arrest for complicity in the: 
murder, but had been discharged. 
Cabman John Bellie testified to bring- 
ing a girl from the depot to tbe Palace 
hotel in Cincinnati. He took a letter to 


Jackson from her. He identified the bloody: 


valise as one carried by the girl. 

Dave Wallingford, ‘the saloon keeper, 
testified that Jackson came to his place 
with a.girl on the night of the murder 
and borrowed $2 from him. He identified 
the dress and hat as the ones worn by the 
girl. Wallingford said that on the Friday 
evening ‘of the murder Jackson came out 
to the bar from the wineroom, ordered a 
sarsaparilla for the lady and whisky for 
himself. 

“The porter,”’ the witness said, *“‘took the 
sarsaparilla back to the lady and Jackson 
drank at the bar and I drank with him. 
Jackson then borrowed #2, saying he was 
going for a drive. A few minutes later 
Walling opened the George street door of 
the saloon and asked if Doc was there. 
Doc was understood to be Jackson. Wal- 
lingford answered he was.

Prices for cotton goods are depressed by 
everproduction, not even the higher quota- 
tions for raw material having an influence 
vader these circumstances. The demand for 
iron and steel, of stable varieties, remains 
almost at a standstill, consumers having 
Stocked up prior to the recent advance. 
Railroad and structural material and bar 
and plate are in relatively best request, 
most other lines remaining flat. 

Cuts in quetations for bessemer pig and 
Steel billets are the result of transactions by 
middle men. 

At the south a number of furnaces have 
contracted their outpwt several months 
ahead and fractionally advaiiced the price 
of certain crades of pig. 

The tendency of prices is the reverse of 
‘that for several preceding weeks with a 
large number of decreases In addition to 
those mentioned, wheat fiour, wheat, In- 
dian corn, sugar, leather, petroleum and 
lard are lower, while wool, lumber, coal, 
pork and print cloths remain nominally un- - 
change’, Cotton and tin plates have ad- 
vanced, the latter due to a combination by 
makers. 

There were 240 business failures reported 
throughout the Unitde States this week, 
compared with 244 iast week and 223 in the 
corresponding week one vear ago. 

Just About the Same. 

R. G. Dun & Co. will say tomorrow, in 
their weekly review of trade: Failures 
for the week have been 238 in the United 
States, against 230 last year and 44 in Can- 
ada, against 37 last year. 

Business has been favored by seasonable 
Weather and the distribution of products 
has made fair progress, not yet reducing 
retail or wholesale stocks far enough, how- 
ever, to improve the position of industries. 

Money markets have grown more favora- 
ble, as well as the state of foreign com- 
merce and under the apparently groundless 
revival of discussion about the Venezuelan 
difficulty, there were brighter prospects of 
European investments here. The belief 
that agitation for cheap money will be 
permanently laid at rest this year is gaining 
ground and in financial quarters causes 
more confidence for the future. Prices of 
commodities are, on the whole, lower than 
ever betore, having declired 2 per ceiit 
since April Ist, and 17 per cent since July, 
1890. The fall in manufactured products is 
a little less than it was April Ist, but in 
farm products greater. Cotton goods were 
bough: less freely last week, and the north- 
ern mills have taken scarcely any cotton 
this month. The feeling is more hopeful 
because retail trade is better. The situation 
in woolen goojis does not improve.

ARREST OF A PROFESSOR. 


Charged with Using the Mails for the 
Purpose of Defrauding. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., April 24.—(Special,)— 
Professor A. L. Godfrey, a prominent 
mn ember of a local mission, was arrested by 
Deputy United States Marshal George D. 
‘Barnes today on a warrant sworn out by 
Postoffice Inspector whiteside charging 
him with using the mails for the purpose 
of defrauding. Godfrey rented boxes in two 
of the suburban postoffices and received 
mail at the local office as well under a 
number of aliases. Mail directed to Profes- 
sor Godfrey, Professor Winters, ‘‘Astrol- 
oger,”” ‘‘Medium,” ‘“Druggist,’’ ‘“‘Box 1,” 
‘Box 4,” and “‘The Southern Supply Com- 
pany’ was received by him. He inserted 
advertisements in the country newspapers 
and by printed circulars that for a certain 
sum he would send the picture of the 
future husband or wife of the sender. The 
dupe that replied to the advertisement re- 
ceived a sheet of paper, which was accom- 
panied by instructions to place-the same in 
a bowl of water and by going through a 
prescribed hocus-pocus the wished-for pic- 
ture would appear. 

Another one of the circulars issued by 
this enterprising individual was about a 
book entitled ‘“‘How to Win; or Sure Secrets 
of Success, by Professor L. H. Anderson.” 
The circular contained four pages of glitter- 
_ing generalities, descriptive of the book. 
The cost was placed at $2, and one was to 
accompany the order and the other was to 
be paid within ten days or the book re- 
turned. An extra bait was thrown out to 
such as would pay the full amount down 
in the shape of ‘‘three large pictures of 
men and women under hypnotic control, 
also a large picture of Professor Anderson.” 
Godfrey will have a hearing before Com- 
missioner Ewing tomorrow.

Prospectors and Capitalists Going Over 
Bartow and Cherokee Properties. 


———— 


A REMARKABLE VEIN FOUND 


It Is Eight Feet Wide and Many Miles 
in Length—It Assays from $3 
to $58 a Ton. 


Cartersville, Ga, April 24.—(Special.)—A 
party of about fifteen gold mine owners, 
prospectors, capitalists and newspaper men 
left here this morning on a trip across 
the country to inspect various properties. 
They were in charge of Mr. F. H. Russell- 
Howland, of London, Professor Yeates, 
the state geologist, and Mr. McAlla, his 
assistant, were in the party. They vis- 
ited during the forenoon the old Allatoona, 
Georgiana, Glades and Stansell mines. 
From there they went over-to the Franklin. 
The last heard from them they were fif- 
teem miles from here, and were driving 
rapidly. It was the purpose of some of 
the party to go across to Holly Springs 
on the Marietta and North Georgia road 
and go on down to Atlanta tonight, But 
some gentlemen from Canton went out 
to meet them, and it is probable that they 
will spend another day in the gold field. 

Last night Mr. Howland outlined to a 
few capitalists a development project. He 
is a great believer in the wealth of the 
Georgia gold belt, and it is understood that 
he expects to organize a large company 
in England with a capital of from one to 
three million dollars to go into mining in 
north Georgia on a large scale, 

The gold ore in this belt is sulphuretted, 
and until the last year or two the process 
of extracting the king metal from the 
pryites has been expensive. Now the 
chlorination process is q@heap. A _ profit 
can be made on Georgia ore yielding $3 
a ton. Assays are common showing from 
$3 to $6 a ton almost on the surface, and 
the deeper the shafts go the larger the 
yield. The Coggings property yields ore 
within a few feet of the surface which 
assays $8 a ton. So does the Stansell mine, 
which, however, is only in the first stage 
development. At thirty-four feet the 
latter mine assayed $58 of gold and $1.50 
silver. The ore found in this vein, which 
is said to average eight feet in width, is 
said to be very similar to the Cripple 
Creek ore. There is free gold up here, too, 
but in some places the vein has not been 
found, thought placer mining unearths 
the nuggets. One property owner has a 
fine specimen of free ore which he says 
was found on his lana, but he cannot now 
locate the vein, 

That there is an abundance of refractory 
low grade ore is undoubted. In some places 
the ore in the vein does not pay to work, 
while in other places it promises a bonanza 
to a company with enough capital to work 
as they do in the west. But it is well 
known that Georgia mining in the past has 
been conducted on a very small scale. 
From ten to thirty or forty tons of ore a 
day was the capacity of the largest plants. 
That is not considered mining at all by 
western miners, 

Professor Yeates is reported to have been 
very favorably impressed with some of. the 
specimens which he found, and is quoted 
as having said'‘at one mine that it was the

HANGING OF WATERS! 


A Wife Murderer Executed at Green- 
ville, Ga., Yesterday. 


THE CONDEMNED MAN COOL 


Said He Wished His Hanging Had 
Been in Public So That the Boys 
Could Take Warning. 


Greenville, Ga., April 24.—(Special.)—-The 


execution of Green Waters, colored, today 
for the murder of his wife, Cindy Waters, 
last fall, was strictly private, the hanging 
taking place’ inside the jail. 

At 10 o’clock the condemned man appear- 
ed at the prison door and made a short 
talk to the large crowd assembled on the 
jail grounds. He concluded by saying: 
“Goodby; I am ready. I wish it was public 
so that all the boys could see and take 


| warning.”’ 


At 10:35 o’clock he shook hands with all 
who had »een admitted to occupy the plat- 
form inside the jail stairway. The black 
cap was adjusted and the drop fell at 10:40 
o’ clock. 

Dr. Heary W. Terrell pronounced him 
dead in seven minutes and the body was 
taken*down nine minutes later. The neck 
was broken by the fall and blood flowed 
from the nose, mouth and ears, caused by 
rupturing a blood vessel connected with an 
abscess on the neck. 

The condemned man was the coolest one 
on the platform, taking his place on the 
trap without a tremor. When his hands 
were pinioned not a muscle quivered. Hie 
spoke coolly through the jail window to 
several acquaintances whom he recognized, 
telling them he was soon to be in heaven. 

Several friends of the prisoner attended 
him on the platform, the only relatives 
present being his brother-in-law and twelve- 
year old daughter. 

The arrangement of the drop was per- 


fect. The large crowd outside the jail— 


numbering about 2,000, a large majority of | 


which was colored—was very orderly and 
made no unsecmly demonstration; in fact, 


it was hardly possible to realize that an 


execution was taking place in the town. 
Soon after 12 o'clock the crowd dispersed 
to their homes. Not a sensational event oc- 
curred during the day outside the - jail. 
This is the eighth execution which has 
occurred in the county since its organiza-

Judge Cane 
dler presided during the trial and he will 
make a ruling on the motion for a new 


hearing. 

Hanye is confined in the county jail for 
killing his friend, Will Spinks, in a saloon 
on Decatur street two months ago. He 
and Spinks had a quarrel and Hanye 
stabbed Spinks in the temple with a knife, 
the blade entering the brain of his friend. 
Spinks was removed to the Grady hospital, 
where he died forty-eight hours afterw 
without ever speaking. 

Hanye was arrested in the saloon and 
locked up at the police station across the 
street. An indictment was found against 
him for murder and h? was soon afte 
given a trial before Judge Candler in the 
criminal superior court. To the surprise 
of the court and others the jury brought 
in a verdict of guilty of murder without 
a recommendation orf mercy and Hanye 
was sentenced to be hanged on the day 
mentioned. The case excited a good @ 
of interest and it is now the foremost crim- 
inal case yet unsettled, Carr’s case havi 
been finally disposed of except his remov 
to the asvlum. Hanye is hopeful that he 
will be given another chance for his life.

A LAKE RUNS DRY 
And the Water Returns in Two or 
Three Weeks. 

Valdosta, Ga., April 24,—(Special.)—The 
Octachachee lake, which is situated about 
fifteen miles below Valdosta, is right now 
offering a phenomenon for the scientists to 
think about. The lake is three miles long 
and three quarters of a mile wide, with an 
average depth of fifteen feet of water, 
but at the present time the water is rap- 
idly passing off through the subterfanean 
nassages and in the next two or three 
weeks there will be left in its nlace a 
mammoth basin, furnishing as pretty a 
beach as can be found anywhere. 

It is not a new thing for the lake to 
“run dry.” as it has been doing that as 
long as the oldest inhabitants can remem- 
ber. Once every three or four years it 
akes a notion to hide itself and when it 
begins to pass away, it takes only two or 
three weeks for it to entirely disappear. 
After a month or so it begins to return 
and then in a couple of weeks it is the 
same magnificent stretch of water as it 
was before. 

The lake is situated 
miles from Lake Alcyon, 
visited by hundreds of Atlantians, though 
it is larger than any of the other lakes 
in that section. It abounds with fish and 
thousands of them are caught there all the 
time. When the water is disappearing, it 
is said that the fish bite more freely and 
marvelous are the stories about the quanti- 
tities of fish caught there dailv. When the 
lake passes away there is left a smail 
lime sink at the lower end of the basin 
and in this sink most of the fish are said 


only two or three 
which has been 


*to remain until the lake returns to its ac- 


customed size. 

The sink through which the water passes 
into its subterranean passage is about thir- 
tv feet across from side to side. Its bottom 
and sides are of rock with large holes like 
flles in them. The water passes through 
these flues and out through an underground 
channel into some other hody of water. 

For the next three weeks the place will 
he of great interest to the neople of that 
locality and many visitors wil! probably 
zo over to the great basin when the 
water has fully passed out. A gentleman 
who lives within a mile of the lake told 
your eorrespondent this morning that the 
rain does not affect the lake at all. That 
when it began to flow out it went slowly 
and returned in the same way, despite the 
condition of the weather. 

It is generally believed, however, that 
the lake is affected by the weather and 
that its disapparance is due to exceedingly 
long droughts. An old rural legend is that 
the lake disappears only once in seven 
years, but observation shows that to be 
untrue. 

Whatever may cause the outflow and re- 
turn of water, the fact that such an im- 
mense hody of water should pass away so 
quickly all at once, then remain at a 
regular depth at all other times, is a phe- 
nomenon that ha.” not yet been satisfac- 
torily explained.

FOR BETTER ROADS 


Clarke County's Chaingang To Be Used 
in Working Roads, 
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WORK TO BE PERMANENT 


Clarke’s Grand Jury Also Recommends 
Better Schoolhouses—No Money 
for the State Normal. 


Athens, Ga., April 24.—(Special.)—Clarke 
county takes a step forward along the line 


of road improvement. 

Her grand jury today determined to put 
in force and effect the third proposition of 
the recent report of the special road com- 
mittee. of which Professor C. M. Strahan 
was chairman. 

Under this action of the grand jury there 
will be organized a county chaingang, to do 
permanent improvement upon the different 
bad roads of the county. 

This force of hands may be supplement- 
ed by the hire of convicts from neighbor- 
ing counties. The total cost of the main- 
tenance of this system will be between 
$6,000 and $7,000 per annum. Its work will 
be strictly of a permanent nature. The 
roads of the county upon which this force 
of hands do not work wiil be looked after 
in the same manner as at present. 

The county chaingang as provided for 
by the action of the grand jury will be or- 
ganized at an early date. 

For Better Schoolhouses. 

The grand jury also authorized the ex- 
penditure of $750 during the next six months 
for the purpose of erecting better school- 
houses in the country districts. 

There is a Condition attached to the ap- 
propriation, -however, and that is that 
wherever a schoolhouse is erected the peo- 
ple of the district in which it is built must 
put up half the necessary money. 

This was not as large an approrriution 
as asked for, but it will serve as a starter 
and inside of five years Clarke count: will 
have good schoolhouses in the country dis- 
tricts. 

Aid Not Granted. 

The grand jury refused to appropriate 
money to the State Normal school for the 
purpose of fixing up tents to shelter the 
extra large number of men attending that 
institution. President Bradwell will scuffle 
around and provide accommodations in 
some way for all the teachers who wish to 
attend the school.

Sheriff Barnes will officer to 
carry Carr to the asvlum, and the two 
will start early (Morday morning, arriving 
at Milledgeville abou‘ noon. When the 
noted prisoner leaves Atlanta, perhaps, he 
will pass out of the minds of the people 
and weary away the remainder of his 
days in the asylum. 

Yesterday morning Judge J. H. Luinpkin 
signed an order directing the removal of 
the condemned man to the asylum. The 
order is now in the hands of S6heriff 
Barnes, and but for the delay in making 
proper records of the papers in the several 
courts, Carr would have been taken to 
Milledgeville this morning. The papers 
have to be recorded on the books of the 
sheriff's office, the superior court and the 
court of ordinary, and they could not be 
copied yesterday afternoon. 

A rule of the asylum prohibits the re- 
of persons on Sunday, so Sheriff 
that he could not send 
Monday morning. 
not necessary to communicate with 
asvlum ‘authorities, and that will not be 
done, as has been stated. In such cases 
where a prisoner is remanded to _ the 
asylum by a judge, the person must be 
accepted at once, under the law, and there 
will be no delay in taking Carr away ex- 
cept as stated. 

Yesterday morning Sheriff Barnes made 
a copy of the papers in the case, showing 
the law under which: the trial of this 
week was conducted and spreading the 
verdict of the jury on the paper, trans- 
mitting the same to Judge Candler, with 
an advice that the sheriff had suspended 
the execution of the sentence in accordance 
with the law. Judge Candler looked the 
papers over, and made an indorsement on 
them that he could not act in the matter 
on account of his having been among the 
counsel for the state in one of Carr’s trials, 
that fact disqualifying him. 

Sheriff Barnes’s Report. 

The papers were then taken to Judge 
Lumpkin, who issued the order reciting 
the disposition of the case and ordering 
Carr’s removal to the asylum. Sheriff 
Barnes’s report to the presiding judge 
reads as follows: 

“To the Honorable Judge of the Superior 
Court of Fulton County—lI have the nonor 
to report that, in accordance with the pro- 
vis.ons of section 4666 af the code of Geor- 
gia, inquiry was made into the mental 
condition of Alexander A. Carr, a convict 
now under sentence of death for the crime 
of murder, and that on the 23d day of 
April, 1896, he was found by the jury sum- 
moned therein to be insane, as appears 
from the proceedings hereto attached, and 
that I have suspended the execution of 
said sentence. April 24, 1896.

Judge Lumpkin’s Order. 

When the papers reached the hands of 
Judge Lumpkin, he issued the following, 
completing the record in the case: 

“In the foregoing matter the sheriff, on 
April 24, 1896, reported to the court that, 
under the provis.ons of section 4666 of the 
code of Georgia, Alexander A. Carr was 
tried under said section and an inquest 
was made into his mental condition, said 
Carr heing under sentence of ceath for 
murder. and that on April 23, 1896, said 
Carr was found by the jury summoned 
therein to be insane, and that the sheriff 
has suspended said sentence, it is ordered 
by the judge that said sentence be sus- 
pended, and I hereby certify the fact of 
such verdict in order that the said Alex- 
ander A. Carr shall be sent to the lunatic 
asvilum of this state, there to be safely 
and securely Kept and treated as are 
other adjudged insane persons: and that 
such other proceedings be had as are 
prescribed by sections 4666 and 4666 (a) and 
4666 (c) of the code, and as by law pro- 
vided. It is further ordered that all of 
said proceedings, including this order, be 
entered on the minutes of Fulton superior 
court. 

“Tf said convict shall recover, let the 
fact be at once certified by the superin- 
tendent of said asylum to the judge of the 
superior court of this county, that pro- 
ceedings may be had as by law provided.

It will be seen by Judge Lumpkin’s order 
that if Carr at any time shall recover, the 
fact must be certified to by the superin- 
tendent of the asylum and the same trans- 
mitted to the presiding judge of Fulton 
superior court, that proceedings may be 
taken as provided by law. 

How Carr Spent Yesterday. 

Carr appears to be well pleased with 
the knowledge that he is to go to the 
asvlum. Yesterday was the day named for 
his execution, but instead of. facing the 
gloom of the last few hgurs of life, he 
saw before him a future of life and hope. 
He talked during the day, and was 
visited by his relatives and several friends. 

Carr said yesterday morning that he did 
not slep well Thursday night. He arose in 
a rather uncomfortable state of mind, and 
when :Mr. Eubanks, the jailer, went in to 
see his prisoner, Carr said: 

‘I! didn't rest well last night, Mr. Eu- 
banks. The rats bothered me a great deal. 
They tried to bite me and Keep me awake 
all night. I died another death last night, 
and 1. don’t feel well this morning. That 
was mv second death. I am giad they are 
going to send me to the asylum. I don't 
want to be hung. Can't you let me out 
of this cell now, Mr. Eubanks? You know 
I wouhkin’t -czo away when they are going 
to send me to such a fine place.”

défeat the ends. of justice is to*employ 
a capable lawyer. At the very least, he 
can assure himself of a long postpone- 
ment of whatever sentence may have 
been pronounced against him. 

Our readers have recently seen the re- 
sults of the law’s delay in the cases of 
men who have beem found guilty of two 
of the most atrocious murders that ever 
occurred in Fulton county. In one case 
the victim was decoved to a lonely spot 
on the outskirts of the city and there 
assassinated. In the other case the victim 
was shot down in cold blood on a pub- 
lic street. 

In both 
Was Shocked by the cold and calculating 
methods which the murderers employed 
to satisfy their thirst for blood, and 
there seemed to be nothing in the way 
of swift and certain retribution through 
the court. But under our dangerously 
defective system of procedure the ends 
of justice were practically defeated. 
There was no lack of zeal on the part 
of the courts and no lack of earnestness 
on the part of juries. The defect goes 
deeper than the courts and Jeaves them 
powerless—goes deeper than the verdicts 
of juries and practically nullifies them. 
It lies imbedded in our methods of ad- 
ministering the laws, in the formal 
recognition of trivial technicalities—so 
that the safety of society itself is made 
subordinate to the deft handling 
Some unimportant matter of detail by 
an expert lawyer. This is the special 
Weakness of our system ‘and the 
fruitful source of crime. A vicious man 
intent on violating the law. or on re- 
venging himself for some real or fancied 
wrong, grows bolder in methods 
when he remembers how easy it is for 
an able lawyer to postpone or defeat 
the ends of justice by taking advantage 
of the various schemes and technica? 
evasions which our system not 
places ready to his hand, but invites 
“him to use. 

Nor is the lawyer to blame. Indeed. 
he would fall short of his duty and lay 
himself open to crittism if he failed to 
employ every means that the law places 
at his command. In both the Myers and 
the Carr cases the deftness and skill with 
Which the lawyers took advantage of 
the defect& in our system was altogether 
worthy of admiration. They simply 
seized opportunities that the law itself 
gives them and used these advantages 
with great force and unusual success. 

The fault is not with lawyers who 
have the interests of individual clients 
to serve, but lies in the law, which 
supposed to guard and protect the in- 
terests of society. We say, therefore, 
that the legislature should lose no time 
in reforming a system which permits the 
ends of justice to be so easily defeated.

But while in the 
number and size of the battleships be- 
longing to their respective navies these 
two countries appear to be equally 
matcbed, vet in the numerical strength 
of the two navies Germany has decided- 
lv the advantage. The personnel of the 
German vany, including officers and 
men, 21.487, While the full strength 
of the American navy is only 13,460. 
‘rom this comparison it will be ob- 
served that good, if not urgent, rea- 
exist for increasing the size of 
our navy. 

Having increased the number of her 
battleships and having, during the past 
few months, the possibilities of 
foreign complications, the government 
should not shrink from making such 
provisions for the equipment of these 
vessels as shall be in keeping with the 
dignity of the American republic.

That Exhibit Must Go. 

Every citizen of Georgia is anxious 
for the State’s exhibit aut Chicago to be 
the most elaborate and complete display 
Which she has ever made of her material 
resources, 

To this end Commissioner Nesbitt bas 
devoted himself with marked enthusi- 
asm and for several days has been en- 
gaged in collecting and «assorting the 
various products of the soil. including 
seological and mineral specimens. By 
corresponding with influential citizens 
in the different portions of the state he 
hopes not only to develop interest in this 
undertaking but also to obtain important 
and valuable additions to the state's 
exhibit. 

In devising some convenient plan for 
securing a thorough and complete dis- 
play of all the resources of the state. 
Without the burden of expense which 
usually attaches to an enterprise of this 
kind, Commissioner Nesbitt has thought 
of utilizing the state’s exhibit at the 
recent Cotton States and International 
exposition as a nucleus. 

This exhibit was gathered at 9 con- 
siderable expense and labor. and repre- 
sents a cost of several thousand dollars. 
Kivery one who made a visit to the 
Georgia building was impressed by the 
variety and magnitude of the collection. 
and Georgia’s praise was on nearly every 
lip. No better collection can be gathered 
as a nucleus for the display at Chicago 
than this exhibit, which is stored away 
in the basement of the state capitol 
and which, in its present quarters, is 
doing the state but little good. 

As in the case of nearly every move- 
ment of this kind, however, certain dif- 
ficulties have arisen, and these must be 
surmounted before the exhibit can be 
secured. Attorney General Terrell, who 
is anxious for Georgia to be represented 
at Chicago, but who, fears that legal 
obstructions will render it impossible to 
Obtain the use of the state’s collection. 
Says that under the provisions of the 
law the exhibit will have to remain in 
the state capitol. 

If such the law it seems to be a 
most unwise provision and one that is 
not conducive to the highest and best 
interests of the state. 

By all means this exhibit should be 
taken to Chicago. There is not a man 
in Georgia who would object to a liberal 
construction of the law in order to per- 
mit the removal of the state’s exhibit 
for this purpose and thereby secure for 
Georgia the unmeasurable advantages 
which that removal is calculated to be- 
Stow upon her. 

If the removal of this exhibit from 
the state without a special warrant from 
the legislature, and without a single dol- 
lar of expense, is a violation of the law, 
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law books or any other piece of property, 
however trifling or significant. 

By executing to the state bond for 
the proper care and protection of the 
exhibit, if such a precaution should be 
deemed necessary, the intent of the law 
would be carried out, even in its most 
rigid literal construction. 

Georgia should not only be represent- 
ed at Chicago but the exhibit which she 
makes should fairly and properly repre- 
sent the resources of the state du all 
their varied richness and abundance, 

In competition with other southern 
states it would never do for Georgia 
to be poorly represented, and realizing 
the importance of making a thorough 
and complete exhibit, no stone will be 
left unturned and no effort will be dis- 
continued that promises to crown this 
worthy enterprise with success. 

It is sincerely to be hoped that Gov- 
ernor Atkinson will deem it advisable to 
nuthorize the removal of the state ex- 
hibit to Chicago. Not only the patrio- 
ism but the business sense of all who 
ure interested in Georgia’s material de- 
velopment would uphold and = sustain 
the chief executive in a matter which 
seeks to promote to such a degree the 
industrial welfare of the state.

On a Collegiate Basis. 

The action of the board of education 
last Thursday afternoon in placing the 
Boys’ High school of this citv on what 
is known as the collegiate basis, is a 
movement in the line of progress and 
ohne Which insures the continued suc- 
cess of that institution, 

lieretofore the school has been di- 
vided into several grades and each pro- 
fessor has been required to teach a va- 
riety of subjects. Under the collegiate 
system the school will be divided into 
Classes and each professor will be given 
charge of a special department of in- 
struction. Instead of teaching a variety 
of branches to only one class he will be 
required to teach one or more branches 
to all the classes of the school. 

This system is the one observed in all 
the higher institutions of learuing in the 
land and its adoption by the high schools 
of the country insures better results and 
nore competent instruction on the part 
of those schools, 

The reason for this important change 

obvious. Scientific research has be- 
thorough and the bounds of 
buman knowledge so extensive within 
the last few vears that a single mind, 
however gifted or retentive, cannot pos- 
sibly meetethe demands of competent in- 
struction in all the various lines of 
study. 

So far us elementary teaching is con- 
cerned, there is no need of a radical de- 
parture from the old system: but in the 
higher and more elaborate details of a 
high school education there urgent 
need of thorough, departmental work on 
the plan adopted by our colleges and 
universities. 

Under the splendid direction of Pro- 
fessor W. M. Slaton. who has been at 
the head of this institution for several 
years, the Boys’ High school will take 
a fresh start forward and the future 
prosperity of the school will even eclipse 
the record of former vears.

Why Not Nominate a Southern Man? 

A correspondent, who is a democrat of 
the old-fashioned Kind, writes to thank 
us for defending the honor and integrity

Jewish Sentiment in its current’ issue 
contains a handsome tribute to Rev. Dr. 
Hawthorne. Sentiment, by the way, is 
well edited, and contains much solid sense. 
Of Dr. Hawthorne, this paper says: “The 
regret felt over the resignation of Dr. J. 
8. Hawthorne as pastor of the First Bap- 
itist church of this city is neither confined 
to tke membership of his church nor to the 
(hristians of the community; but is also 
a source of regret to the Israelites of At- 
lanta, who have on more than one occa- 
sion felt the sting of his Keen, cutting 
utterances, While we differ from Dr. 
Hawthorne materially on material points 
of faith, his conduct, free from deceit, 
commands the reSpect of his adversaries 
and the admiration of his constituents. 
While we esteem his views both radical 
and erroneous, his honesty of conviction 
and freedom from duplicity can but com- 
mand the consideration of all thoughtful 
men.

a scale as grand as the colonization plans 
of the European financier. It will probably 
be always impossible to make any real 
comparison of the benefits to mankind 
flowing from these two enormous enter- 
prises; and in any event no such compari- 
son would be possible without an experi- 
ence of a score of years of the workings 
of each. Both Hirsch and Stanford were 
turned to philanthropic designs by tne 
deaths of their only sons, which Were ina 
way the deaths of their own hopes; yet 
neither waited until wealth had become 
useless to him before devoting it to the 
help of his fellows. Each planned and 
largely executed his charitable work in his 
life.

MR. WILLIAM KINYON DEAD.

Another Plan Proposed. 

“Second, let a company of merchants 
interested in preserving the 
grounds for a future exposition, lease the 
park from the Piedmont Exposition Com- 
pany for five years or more, and organize 
@ club which would control the grounds as 
private property and give access only to 
members of such club and their families. 
This club could find much pleasure in 
using the grounds for driving, boating, etc. 

“The ultimate benefit to the merchants 
would be the certainty that in five years, 
at the longest, Atlanta would hold another 
exposition, to stimulate trade and help 
ihe prosperity of the city. 

“In an incidental way also it would re- 
lieve the city of a very large tax for the 
erection of buildings in case it was decided 
to have another fair of great magnitude as 
the last one was. 

“If either of these plans is carried out I 
am sure the bondholders would buy the 
buildings and let them stand five years, 
taking chances of leasing the buildings in 
the mean time for any purpose that might 
arise in the way of chautauquas, conven- 
tions, festivals, etc. The revenue derived 
could be used to pay for insuring the 
buildings and keeping them in repair. 

May Save $300,000. 

“If it is decided to hold the exposition 
buildings ready another expenditure of 
$300,000 would in all probability be saved 
to the people. 

‘I. merely throw out these suggestions 
should the people care to act upon them. 
One thing is certain—unless something is 
done the buildings will be sold on May 7th 
to the highest bidder at what they will 
bring and the beautiful park, which now 
stands as a monument,.to the enterprise 
and progressive spirit of Atlanta, will be 
torn away and instead there will be a 
desolate region of ditches and holes covered 
with the wreck and and debris of destroy- 
ed edifices.

“I believe,’ continued he, ‘‘that the city 
made a great mistake in not purchasing the 
park several weeks ago. Those buildings 
ought to be preserved at all hazards and 
it is certainly the duty of the city to do so. 
It would be a terrible sacrifice to destroy 
them just for the lumber, and it is prob- 
able that Atlanta will have another ex- 
position in the next few years, when the 
present structures, if allowed to remain, 
will be a great saving.’’ 

Forrest Adair Talks. 

Mr. Forrest Adair was another to express 
his disapproval of the destruction of the 
buildings. 

“I am heartily in favor,” said he, “of 
having the buildings preserved, and be- 
lieve they will be of great use to the city 
in the future, Atlanta is bound to have 
another exposition in the next few years, 
and it would be foolish to tear away the 
foundation that is already laid. 

“The buildings in the meantime can be 
used for many purposes. There is no bet- 
ter place in Atlanta for factories. There 
is not only plenty of room but excellent 
railroad facilities. Of course the main 
question is how to accomplish this desired 
end, and I am ata loss to Know just what 
plan would be the best. 1 think though 
that the buildings should and will be pre- 
served,’’ 

Another New Idea. 

Mr. W. L. Peel was seen yesterday af- 
ternoon and talked very enthusiastically 
concerning the preservation of the build- 
ings. 

“Of course,” said he, “those buildings 
should be preserved, but the main question 
is just how to go about it. I am in favor 
of the city buying the buildings and grounds 
if the old exposition company will reduce 
their price. ‘Their present figure is entirely 
too high. 

“Those buildings could be made a poten- 
tial agency for the future growth of At- 
lanta. In the first place we are Known 
as the convention city and yet have no 
auditorium that would accommodate a 
large gathering. Place seats in that man- 
ufactures building and transform it into 
a big convention hall. It would easily 
seat 15,000 and would be the means of at- 
tracting a large convention that would 
not otherwise come. 

“There is no better place for a public 
park in Atlanta, and as the north side has 
seemingly been neglected in this respect, 
I think it exceedingly proper for the city 
to open Piedmont park to the public. 1 do 
not think a stock company organized to 
purchase the grounds would pay.” 

Another Good Plan. 

Colonel Maddox was interviewed yester- 
day afternoon and was also in favor of the 
preservation of the buildings. 

*““My plan,’’ said the colonel, “is for the 
exposition company to retain the buildings 
or let the city buy the grounds and place 
the buildings in the hands of the exposti- 
tion committee. 

“Atlanta will most probably have another 
exposition in the near future, and the 
buildings could be painted and preserved 
for this purpose at a nominal cost. I am 
not in favor of destroving them just for 
the lumber, when they can be of such great 
use to the city in the future.” 

Mr. J. W. Rucker Talks. 

Mr. J. W. Rucker was also seen yester- 
day afternoon and does not believe that 
the buildings should be abolished. He 
agreed with Colonel Maddox in every par- 
ticular, and heartily indorsed the preserva- 
tion of the buildings. 

Favors a Joinai Company. 
Major W. D. Grant was seen last night, 
“I do not believe,” said he, “that the 

buildings should be torn down. l was 
very much in favor of the city buying the 
park, and believe the investment would 
have been a good one, as enough lots couid 
have been soid to have paid for the whole 
property. 

“My solution of the difficulty is for the 
old Fiedmont company and the new exposi- 
tlon company to torm a joint organization 
and hold the property for future exposi- 
tions, 1 don’t see why such-an arrange- 
ment could not be made.”’ 

Mr. Cooper’s Views. 

Mr. Walter G. Cooper, who was the chief 
of the department of publicity and promo- 
tion of the exposition, in speaking about 
the plan to buy up the exposition bonds 
and keep the park and buildings tor future 
use, Said yesterday: 

“I think tne idea an admirable one, and 
one that should at once commend itself to 
the judgment of enterprising business 
men. It seems to me that, regarded merely 
as an investment, it would be an excellent 
thing. The outlay necessary to preserve 
the grounds and buildings in their present 
condition would be small compared to the 
original amount invested, “and should an- 
other exposition movement be inaugurated 
at the end of five years, as is very probable, 
the foresight of the men who adopt the sug- 
gested plan would be amply rewarded.” 

Mr. Cooper has made a special study of 
expositions and is thoroughly familiar with 
all the details of the cost and condition of 
the exposition property, and his opinion 
on the matter is consequently of weight, 


Mr. W. R. Beauprie on the Idea. 

Mr. W. R. Beauprie, superintendent of the 
Southern railway and secretary of the 
board of police commissioners, thinks that 
the exposition buildings should be preserv- 
ed by all means. He thinks that the city 
will need just such structures in a few 
years and that it would be a pity to de- 
stroy them at this time. 

“T believe that something should be done 
to preserve the buildings,’’ said Mr. Beau- 
prie. “It seems that if the Piedmont Com- 
pany cannot arrange to maintain the 
structures a syndicate of some kind might 
be organized for the purpose of taking 
charge of and keeping the buildings in 
their present condition. 

“Atlanta is growing every day and it 
will not be many years before it will 
have on foot just such another magnificent 
expos.tion or something equally as im- 
portant. The buildings could not be made 
more substantial except by the expenditure 
of a large sum of money, and to destroy 
them now would be a useless waste of capi- 
tal, and would qm@ly greatly increase the 
expenses of providing for the next show 
of the kind. And to sell the buildings now 
they would not bring more than 2 per 
cent of their value, if that, whereas if left 
standing, say five years, they will still be 
worth the same price.”’ 

Dr. Turner Approves It. 

Dr. J. D. Turner thinks that the buildings 
ought to stand. He says that something 
should be done to that end. 

“{ think it would be wise for some pro- 
vision to be made whereby the buildings 
can be saved,’ said Dr. Turner. “Atlanta 
is not going backward and it will be only 
a short time until we will want to have 
another big exposition. The buildings 
might be utilized as manufactories if for 
nothing else and be preserved in that way. 
They are good structures and should be 
kept as they are for the present.’’ 

Cap Joyner Wants Them Saved. 

Captain W. R. Joyner, chief of the fire 
department, says that the buldings are well 
worth saving and that he would like to 
see something done to keep them from be- 
ing destroyed. He thinks that by a little 
effort on the part of the city the buildings 
can he maintained. 

What Comptroller Goldsmith Says. 

Captain J. W. Goldsmith, city comptroller, 
thinks that it would be a splendid thing to 
let the buildings stand as they are. He 
Said: 

“It would be a shame to destroy 
exposition buildings. Atlanta is not retro- 
grading and it is only a question of a very 
short time—two or three years—when the 
city will want to have another big show 
like the Cotton States and International ex- 
position. Some plan might be originated 
by which the buildings can be* kept stand- 
ing. If the proper effort is put on foot 
I think it will be an easy matter for the 
public spigited citizens of Atlanta to ar- 
range for the preservation of the build- 
ings. ;' 


|'Mr. Maddox Favors Keeping Them. 


Mr. J. kk. Maddox, councilman, says that 
the buildings ought not to be torn down. 
He heartily approves the suggestion that 
steps be taken to maintain the buildings 
as they are, for the benefit of another en- 
terprise of the kind which he thinks will 
be certain of establishment. He says that 
any good safe plan to secure the buildings 
will be approved by the people and sup- 
ported by them,

PROGRAMME OF THE EXERCISES 


Arrangements for the Impressive Cer- 


emony Completed.

Long Line of Soldiers Will Parade. 
Officers for the Day Have Been 
Appointed. 


The graves of the confederate dead who 
fell around Atlanta will be decorated 
Monday amid strains of patriotic music, 
and by the hands of Atlanta’s’ soldiery 
and citizens. The old graves will blossom 
a-fresh, more beautiful than they have 
ever been in all the years they have been 
cared for. 

While the parade will not be an unusu- 
ally long one, it will be perfect in its 
every detail. 

One of the features of the day will be 
the parade of the Sons of Confederate 
Veterans as an escort to the ladies of 
the Ladies’ Memorial Association. This 
organization, headed by Colonel Ebb T. 
Williams, will be mounted, and will ride 
in -front of the They will wear 
gray. hats and sashes. The Gate City 
Guard will act as an escort to the con- 
federate veterans. 

Hon. Dupont Guerry, of Macon, the 
orator of the day, will be introduced by 
Colonel A. J. West. 

Captain John Milledge has made out the 
following order, and it gives clearly the 
entire exercises of the day. Following is 
the order:

Judge Candler Will. Sentence Tom 
Allen, of Macon. 


WILL GIVE SPEEDY SENTENCE 


Allen Was a Noted Outlaw and Has 
Been at Large for Over a 
Year. 


Tom Allen, the Macon murderer, will be 
brought before Judge John S. Candler, in 
the Central City, this morning and the 
sentence of death pronounced. 

Judge Candler received a message yester- 
day asking him to officiate and pronounce 
the death sentence... He wired his consent 
and will name the day when the famous 
Outlaw will be hanged. 

Tom Allen was first tried and sentenced 
before Judge Hardeman. Upon the resig- 
nation of Judge Hardeman Solicitor Fel- 
ton Was named as his successor. As the 
man who _ prosecuted the murderer the 
Macon judge is thereby disqualified. 

The crime for which Judge Candler will 
sentence Allen was committed on Septem- 
ber 13, 1894, when, without provocation, he 
fired upon and _killed Charley Carr in a 
barroom in Macon. He was tried and 
sertenced to be hanged on January 1), 
1895. The case was carried before the su- 
preme court, but before the hearing Allen 
mysteriously escaped from the Bibb coun- 
ty jail and remained at large until Tues- 
day, when he was captured in the most 
exciting manner by the sheriff of the 
county. Sheriff Westcott had learned that 
the. man was in hiding some where near 
Macon. He had heard that an order had 
been sent in from a station on the Ocnrul- 
gee for a cask of beer. The mysterious 
manner in which the order was sent in 
and other corroborating circumstances led 
the sheriff to believe that Allen was near 
by. He organized a strong posse Tuesday 
morning and started out to make the cap- 
ture. Arriving at the station the officers 
went to the river, where they saw a boat 
crossing which contained a man carrying 
provisions to a small island near by. 

They at once divined that this was the 
hiding place of Tom Allen and started out 
to get their hands on him. An improvised 
bateau was found. Some of the officers

The $16,000 left over, after all expenses 
had been paid, had to be turned back into 
the coffers of the United States treasury, 
according to law, but <n account of sef- 
vices rendered by the exposition company 
to the government, Senator Bacon put in 
his amendment provid:ng that the efitire 
residue should be 
position company. 

In support of this amendment, Senator 
Bacon showed that the exposition direc- 
tors had gone to great expense in grading 
the grounds and in fixing a suitable spot 
for the government building. There were 
many other incidental expenses incurred 
by the company in preparing for * the 
government exhibit. 

President Charles <A, Collier recently 
made a trip to Washington in the interest 
of the bill. 

From the senate the bill will go to the 
house conference committee, where it is 
practically certain of passagc.

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Millennial Exhibition at Buda Pesth. 
On the 2d day of :May Hungary will 
celebrate the millennial anniversary of 
the foundation of her government. It 
has been decided by the representatives 
of the nation to institute a series of fes- 
tivities in order to give the other nations 
a clear conception of the important part 
she has played in the last thousand years 
and her present position in reference to 
other powers. 


This national show not 


exhibition will 
only her agricultural and industrial pro- 
ducts, but also the peculiarities of the 
people Of Hungary and their methods of 
public instruction and development. 

The emperor of Austria and -king of 
Hungary, Francis Joseph I, in the pres- 
ence of dignitaries of both church and 
state, ministers, royal guests, consuls, am- 
bassadors, both branches of parliament 
and representatives of various literarv 
and scientific organizations will open the 
festivities. 

On the following days thanksgiving ser- 
vices wiil be held in all of the churches 
of the country and at the same time there 
will be held both national and inter- 
national congresses of nearly a hundred 
different bodies. The government will 
establish 500 schools over the country, 
which will be both primary and advanced 
in theif teachings. On June Oth, the an- 
niversary of the coronation, the insignia 
of royalty, the sword and scepter, the 
purple mantle and the crown will be 
placed for public inspection in the corona- 
tion chapel and will remain there for 
three days. 

The chief: officers of the realm will then 
carry these insignia to the royal castle 
and there pay homage to the present 
representative of the crown of St.: Ste- 
phen. They' will pass before the king at 
the head of a large and imposing proces- 
sion and then repair to the new parliament 
house, which has cost the government $,- 
400,000. They will there hold a millennial 
parliament. 

The official festivities will continue until 
September 27th, when the emperor-king 
will close them by an action of great in- 
ternational importance—the opening to in- 
ternational traffic of the naw waterway 
called the ‘‘Iron Gate.’ This great work 
was commenced by Count Szechenyi and is 
a monument of Hungarian engineering art 
and capital. 

All these events will take place in the 
149 buildings and pavillions of the millen- 
nial national exhibition, which has been 
erected at a cost of $4,020,000 and covers 
an area of over 120 acres. 

The exhibition will be divided 
sections, viz: the historical and that of 
modern times. Francis Joseph I will, of 
course, be the chief exhibitor, but valu- 
able contributions will be sent by the sul- 
tan of Turkey and numerous museums of 
Italy, Poland. Germany and. Russia. 

In the section of modern times will be 
shown everything usually exhibited ‘tin an 
international exhibition. 

This grand celebretion will .ro 
add much to the education and general 
knowledge, not only of the people of 
Hungary, but also to that of many other 
nations and should be most highly com- 
mended and encouraged. 
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Habits of Literary Men. 
From Thé Minneapolis Tribune. 

The habits of the literary workers, being 
always jnteresting to their readers, are a 
frequent theme of newspaper correspond- 
ence. From these always’ trustworthy 
chronicles we learn that Mr. Isaac Zangwill 
and his less famous brother, who is kngqwn 
as the author of “A Drama in Dutch,” 
work together in great harmony at the same 
table, the only source of trouble between 
them being the unmethodical !:abits of Mr. 
Isaac, who is the glow of composition, 
throws his pages about in all directions 
and often has to hunt a jong ':ne under a 
great pile of litter on the table and the 
floor for a particular page, to the sore 
distress of hts brother, who oelights in or- 
der. The busiest time of thesoe-brothers is 
from 16 o’clock at night to 3 In the morn- 
ing. They frequently pause from their 
writing to discuss metaphysics, in which 
they are apt to get into inextricable depths. 

The writing hours of Sir Walter Besant 
are from 9 a. m. to 12:30. Ive lives in a 
London suburb, and goes into town for 
luncheon, where he occupies himself wit! 
various matter. On-returning home he cor- 
rects his proofs and looks up literary points 
and authorities. He dines at 7 o'clock, en- 
tertaining guests, but seldom going out, 
His bedtime fs 11 o’clock. 

Dr. Conan Doyle reads up his subject very 
carefully and takes copious notes, He es- 
chews the typewriter, and writes from 1,000 
to 2,500 words a day with his own band. 
Rider Haggard begins work at 10:30 or 11 
o’clock a. m. and keeps it up for about five 
hours. He dictates to a typewriter. Per- 
haps if he wrote his books himself they 
would be better. 

Stanley Weyman writes slowly and cor- 
rects a ‘great deal—seldom achieving more 
than 1.000 words a day. His usual working 
hours are from 5 to 7 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. Writing to him is an arduous and 
painful exercise. Anthony Hope _ writes 
from 10 a. m. to 4p. m., not leaving off for 
luncheon. He says that on some days he 
accomplishes something, but on others, and 
these are more than half the time, he does 
little or nothing. These days of failure 
naturally throw him into a very bad humor. 

Mr. Burgen, a London’ correspondent, 
tells us how that versatile gentus, Allen 
Upward, keeps a great many literary irons 
in the fire at once. Just now he has half 
a dozen works on hand. These are an epic 
poem, a tragedy in blank verse, a comic 
opera, a serial story, a series of short 
stories for a magazine, two sets of humor- 
ous sketches in different London weeklies 
and a law book. He takes up whichever 
piece of work he feels in the mood for and 
finds his recreation in change from one to 
the other. 

At present he is successful. but the sue. 
cess will probably be short lived. In these 
days of specialists the world as httle use 
or respect for a universal venius.

A 
train also left Atlanta for Athens, Elber- 
ton and Abbeville about 7 ociock a. m., 
and The COnstitution was delivered all 
along the line soon after the residents of 
the towns had finished their breakfasts.

Why the Respite Was Granted. 

There has been a great deal of specula- 
tion concerning the latest respite Judge 
Newman granted to the purchasers of the 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad, who 
failed on April lth to 
payment of $100,000 which was due on that 
date.

deal whereby the parties holding con- 
tractors’ liens, etc., agreed to go into a 
reorganization scheme, the plan being for 
these parties to take two-thirds of their 
claims in cash and one-third in £[irst- 
mortgage bonds of the new company to 
be formed ‘by the reorganization. 

It is reported that this plan met with 
favor by the parties interested in Knox- 
ville, and that Knoxvilie lawyers sent word 
that the proposition had been accepted by 
the Knoxville people and would probably 
be accepted by those interested living out- 
side of Knoxville. This, it is said, induced 
Judge Newman to allow the extra ten 
days’ time. 

It is expected that this plan will be a suc- 
cess, and that the money can be raised by 
the time the ten days’ respile granted by 
Judge Newman expires. 

Unless the mouey is paid, the tirst and 
original payment of $32,000 will have to be 
forfeited by the purchasers, and the road 
must be resold in order to obtain money 
to pay the receivers’ certificates and the 
fees of the court.

In the Georgia penitentiary, as in all 
other similar institutions, a certain amount 
of time is taken off the sentence of the 
convict for good behavior. In 1887 the Geor- 
gia legislature passed a law, making this 
allowance greater in. case of long terms, 
and shortening the allowance in short 
terms. The convict, Charles Evans, who 
was pardoned by the governor yesterday, 
was sent up under the old law, and it has 
been the rule heretofore to deduct the time 
allowed for good behavior according to the 
law in force at the time of the sentence. 
Governor Atkinson, when the matter was 
called to his attention, decided that it 
would be just to place all convicts under 
the new law, made in 1887, and Evans is 
the. first convict to get the benefit of his 
decision. 

Evans was convicted and sentenced at 
the September term of the Putnam court 
of 1881, and has therefore been in the peni- 
tentiary nearly fifteen years. According 
to the penitentiary regulation in force at 
the time of his conviction, he would still 
have some time to serve, but under the 
law in force at present, the time allowed 
him for good behavior would bring his 
term of sentence to an end. By the de- 
cision of the governor he is now a free 
man, and the papers to that effect were 
signed vesterday morning. 

Will Apply to Other Convicts. 

“It is my intention,’ safd the governor 

yesterday, ‘“‘to apply this rule to all con- 
victs now in the penitentiary sentenced 
prior to the passage of the law of 1887. and 
i have instructed the principal keeper of 
the penitentiary to notify me whenever the 
term of a convict sentenced under the o!d 
law would be out, according to the pro- 
visions of the present iaw. When notified 
of such I shall pardon them, thus 
making one law applicable to all. The con- 
Vict pardoned today had an excellent record 
for good behavior, and I have set a prece- 
dent in his case which I will follow in oth- 
er cases of a similar character.”’ 
The governor is receiving a great many 
letters from ministers in reference to the 
pardon of Harry Hill. Yesterday he got 
one from a minister in Tennessee, asking 
that Hill be pardoned. So far he has not 
acted on the suggestion. 

Is Receiving Valuable Aid. 
Commissioner Nesbitt, of the agricultural 
department, is receiving a good many con- 
tributions to the fund for the distribution 
of literature bearing on the proposed Geor- 
gia exhibit at the Southern States exposi- 
tion to be held in Chicago in the fall. 
Attorney General-Terrell, who has recent- 
ly returned from Washington, where he 
went on business connected with the No- 
bles case, will prepare a brief on the 
case to be sent on to ete ge tee before 
the case comes up, which "will be some 
time early in May. 


BUCK O’SHIELDS CAUGHT. 


HE IS A PRISONER IN A TEXAS 
JAIL, SO THE SHERIFF HEARS. 
Will Be Brought Back to Atlanta 
When His Term Expires in the 
Lone Star State,

Buck O’Shields has been captured. 

The news came to the office of Sheriff 
‘Barnes yesterday morning. It was re- 
ceived with much favor, for his present 
condition assures no escape, and the 
hobo of hobos will remain secure until the 
Atlanta officials want him. 

Buck is now in the Texas penitentiary, 
where he was located by a fellow’ pris- 
oner, and where he is serving a sentence 
for the same offense committed here. 

His term will expire in July, and he will 
be brought immediately to Atlanta, where 
he will be forced to serve out the sen- 
tence é#mposed years ago. 

Buck O’Shields was one of the most 
desperate prisoners that ever came within 
the hand of the Atlanta officers. He was 
the head and front of many organizations 
in this city whose depredations are mat- 
ters of criminal record. He was sentenced 
for five years in the penitentiary, but his 
mysterious escape ended his career here. 
The letter to the sheriff states that he 
was found in Rusk, Tex., where he was 
recognized by Poole Sowth, also from At- 
oy who was doing a short sentence 
there.
